servation program. 


Providing such v inner clothing 
for the whole tnmily is another of 
the jobs that falls to the Am eri­ 
can homemaker. 
If everyone is 
dressed farm enough for 65 de­ 
grees, there will be little tempta­ 
tion to raise til«» thermostat and 
waste the fuel ration. 
There are other wavs, too, that 
precious fuel can be saved in our 
homes. One of the most important 
of these consists of making use of 
the insulating value 
of 
window 
shades. 
Studies have proved that 
window glass is one of th«* great­ 
est pathways of heat loss from 
the average home 
«accounting for 
one-third of the total heat leak- 
nge. 


According to tlie» Annour Re­ 
search 
Foundation, as much as 
forty per cent of this heat loss can 
be saved simply by remembering 
t.o pull the window shades when­ 
ever light from 1 he windows Is 
not needed. 
This means keeping 
the shades drawn to the sills at 
night, in unused rooms and when 
the family is aw ay from home. 
The shades should also he kept 
drawn half-way in rooms that are 
in daily use
